MOULTON’S STATEMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yorx, Sept. 11.—Moulton’s statement ap- 
peared in the late editions of the Graphic, of 
which an immense number were sold, specia' 
editions being also simultaneousiy published in 
Boston, Albany, and various cities of the Nortb- 
east. The excitement created here by its ap- 
pearance was not great, the interest in the 
scandal being greatly wearied out by the long 
and numerous statements. It appears that, after 
the scene in church, where Moulton narrowly 
escaped being mobbed, he went home, and at 
once began to write his statement. He took it 
when finished to the Graphic office, but it was 


statement in tone that he was urged to 
SUBMIT IT TO GEN. BUTLER. 


He went to Boston, and Butler, as his counsel, 
insisted on remodeling the whole statement. 
This was done only after several days’ labor. Is 
is, as printed, a legal argument very strong in 
maby parts, and bears unmistakably touches of 
Butler's pen. Most of the space is devoted to 
prolix and needlessly jong defenses of Moulton 
against Beecher’s insinuations of blackmail and 

lsehood, and to the charge that, as the scandal 
approached a climax, Moulton turned against 
Beecher to help Tilton. The first part of the 
statement is devoted to showing that 

MOULTON WORKED TO AVOID PUBLICITY 

until the last moment, and that, in the efforts to 
conciliate and silence Tilton, he was aided -until 
the last moment by not only Beecher, but Tracy. 
Indeed, racy is severely attacked. He is repre- 
sented as begging Tilton, with tears in his eyes, 
not to subaut a statement charging adultery. 
This failing, Tracy is pictured as trying to se- 
eure an adjournment of the Committee, so tnat 
Tilton would have no one to present his state- 
ment to. This failing, Tracy refused to be pres- 
ent when ‘lilton wasto appear. In concluding 
this narration, Moulton says : 

“On the morning of the 20th, by arrangement 
with Tracy, I went with my counsel to Tilton’s 
house, and there both strenuously and urgently 
argued with him 

AGAINST MAKING HIS STATEMENT 
to the Committee that evening. We represented 
to him that such a statement would be ruin to 
himeeif, to his family, and to Beecher, and that 
it was oot for the interest of either, or of the 
community, that so great a calamity should 
happen as an exposure of all these facts. Tilton 
reiterated that he had been challenged by 
Beecher, that he had given his word to the 
Committee that he would appear, and that 
if they were there he would do so, 
and that, if he should refuse to sppear, 
Beecher’s advisers would insist that he 
had no facts, and was afraid to 
appear. Itwas then suggested to him that, if 
the Committee did not meet that evening, and 
he held himself in readiness to appear before 
them, that would be sufficient answer to any 
such charge, and he was again persistently 
urged to take that course, if a meeting of the 
Committee could be prevented. Tilton exhibit- 
ed great reluctance even to that, whereupon I 
felt obliged to teil him thas I should consider 
this course in thus presenting the matter 


against Beecher a “yeterng affront to myself 
and that, in such case,1 should take all 


means in my power to prevent 
bis statement being effectual. To this 
appeal, put to him in the strongest lan I 
could command, Tilton finally consented, t, 


that if the Committee were not present, so that 
he might be excused from appearing before them 
that evening, be would not publish his etate- 
ment or let its contents be known until a future 
meeting of the Committee. I euggested to him 
the course that had been agreed upon by 
Beecher, and that the statement which had been 
prepared by Beecher might be submitted to the 
Committee and an amicable report made. After 


getting Tilton’s consent, I drove around 
‘|jto Mr. v's house, took him into the 
carriage, and we drove to my boute, 


together with my counsel. When we arrived 
there we narrated to Mr. Tracy what had taken 
place at Tilton’s, sod he (Tracy), agreeing that 
this course was the best, undertook to get an 
adjournment of the Committee till Wednesday 
eveuing, and suggested that it might be difficult

Publica- 
tion was made without Mr. Tilton’s consent or 
kuowledge, and to the indescribable grief of both 
of us. After the publication I saw nothing but 
strife and wretchedness, and nothing was left 
for me todo but to hold myself sternly aloof, 
and allow the parties to fight it out withont aid 
of any documents or knowledge in my posses- 
sioa.” 
m@ Mr. Moulton next calls attention to 
SOME OF MR. PEECHER'’S MISSTATEMENTS. 

The first point contains some new things 
about the famous confession of Mrs. Tilton, and 
is as follows: 

In order that exact credit due to Mr. Beecher’s 
statement may be seen avd ite value as testi- 
mony may be fully appreciated, as comoared 
with the facts and documents that I shall here- 
after bring forward in my own viodicaticen, I am 
compelled to notice some other potent misstate- 
meuts in this special plea of counsel made 
in behalf of Mr. echer, if not by 
bimself, and one of the first im order 
which claims attention, is the averment in bis 
statement that the only copy of Mrs. Tilton’s 
coofession was torn in pieces in his owa pres- 
ence on the night of the 30th of December, 1870, 
ac act about which he conld bardly be mis- 
taken. On tae conerary, I have stated that that 
yaper, or ‘‘ confessron,” was delhvered into my 
ands on the pigbt of meeting of Boecher aud 
Tilton at my houee. When Beecher was first 
charged with bis adnitery with Mrs. Tilton, aod 
afierwards when I demanded the retraction 


from him, be asked me, “What will 
you do with it if I give it up?” 
I answered: “I will keep it as I keep the con- 


fession if your act-—honorably. I will protect it 
with my life, as 1 would prot the other with 
my life.” I may be allowed to éay here at 
this remark I made reference to the pistol in my 
overcoat et, which I alwavs carriedin the 
night, as emphasizing the extremity of \my de- 
fevse of the papers. Yet Mr. Beecher sas, 
‘“‘He made no verbal threats, but opened his 
overcoat, and, with some emphatic remark, he 
showed me a pistol.” Why misrepresent? Is it 
possible that gave his confideuce at ence to 
a man who extorted the paper from him with a 
pistol? Yet Beecher’s Comumittee make a point 
of this prevarication in their argument for the 
accused. Afver the trivartite covenant I banded 
back that same paper to Tilton at the request of 
his wife, in order that she might be satisfied 
and herself destroy it. Now, which of these 
statements is true? Let contemporaneous facts 
aud acts answer. It will be remembered that 
that meeting was on Friday niché, the 30th of 
December, 1870. Mre. Tilton sent me a note, 
heretofore published, dated next Saturday morp- 
ing, in the following words; 
MRS. TILTON TO MOULTON. 
SaTuspar Morya, 

My Dear Farexrp Franx: I want you to do me the 
greatest possible favor. My letter which you have, 
and one which I gave Mr. Beecher at his dictation, 
last evening. ought both to be destroyed, Please bring 
both to me, and I will burn thetn, Siow this nvte to 
Theodore and Mr. Beecher. Tuey will see the pro- 
priety of this request. Yours truly, 

E. R. Trutow, 

The “letter” referred to, of course it will be 
seen, is the ‘‘confession,” the only letter I tren 
had of her’s referring to this matter. And 
again, to show that I cannot be either mistaken 
or untrue, I refer to 

MRS. TILTON'S NOTE TO BEECHER 
of April 21 following : 
Frrpay, April 21, 1871. 

Mr, Berceern: As Mr. Moulton has returned, will 
you use your influence to have the papers in his }o0*- 
session destroyed ? My heart bleeds night and day at 
the injustice of their existence. 

Would not Tilton have caused such paner to be 
preserved after he had founded an accusation 
upon it ? This falsehood was putin by Boecher's 
lawyers lest Tilton might produce a copy, as my 
statement had not then been published with its 
documentary evidence, 

The next point is in regard to 

BEECHER'S WANT OF VFERACITY 
in regard to the letter of contrition. Moulton 
explains at length the circumstances under 
wuich it was written. Hesays: “I bave stated 
that it was written out accordiog to the dictation 
of Mr. Beecher. As an honorable man, looking 
oniy to a settlement between the partier, and at 
that momeut certai without any other possi- 
ble motive which could be imputed to me, I 
could have only desired to, reproduce exactly 
the words of Mr. Boecher, which I did do 
with exactness; and the most cursory ex- 
amination of the phrases will show 
them to haye been his words, and pot mine. I 
am not in the habit of using such language ; 
indeed, I hardly believe myself capable of com- 
posing it. I should not myself have used the 
phrase, *‘ Humble myself before him as I do 
before my God.” J was not used to that kind of 
expression ; nor the phrase, ‘ Toward the poor 
child lying there praying with folded hands.” 
I never cailed a woman of nearly 49 years old 
a “poor chid” in amy Mlife. I did 
not know that she “ was lying” any- 
where with folded hands. Beecher did, because 
be says in his statement to the Commitcee that, 
“She lay there, white as marble, like a statue 
of the Old World, palm to palm, like one pray- 
ing,” thus reproducing four years afterwards 
almost the identical phrase and picture which 
he conveyed to me, and which I put in the “ let- 
ter of contrition.” Icould not have used the 
phrase, *‘ I have her forgiveness,” because 1 did 
not know whetber he had it or _ not, except as he 
toid me, and if I bad acted ufon my belief in 
the matter I should suppose that he had not. 
This letter, after being prepared by me, was 
READ BY HIM BEFORE HE PUT HIS SIGNATURE TO Ir. 
The explanation put by Beecher in his statement 
that “this paper was a mere memorandum of 
points to be used to by him (me) in setting forth 
my (his) féehags, but they were put 
into the sentences by bim (me) expressed as he (1) 
understood them, not as my (bis) words, but as 
hints of my (his) figures and letters to be used 
by him in conversing with Tilton. It is 
& mere atring of hints, hastily made byan un- 
Practiced writer, as helps to his memory in rep- 
resenting to Mr. Tilton how I felt toward his 
family.” Ajl this explanation is a mere after- 
thought made up for the purpose of explanation 
merely. Beecher always treated this letter as 
bis own in all the after conversations upon the 
subject with Mr. Samuel Wiikesoo, Mr. Beech- 
er’s friend. 
I have said this was an afterthought. The 
reason for 60 believing, outside the intrinsic evi- 
dence from the ddcuments, is tbat, when this 
controversy was about being renewed, because 
of the publication and speeches of Dr. Leonard 
Bacon, which brougnt ié on again, I was in con- 
suitation with Beecher upon what might be the 
effect of them, and predicting that if Tilton 
went on he would surely reopen the whole mat- 
ter. In that conversation Beecher said to me, 
and I remember his words exactly, because it

not take any meals at home from the facts he could not 
get euch fvod as he liked to nourish bis brain, and so 
he took his meals at Moulton’s, Just think of thet! 
I am aimost crazy with the thought. Do come aod 
see me, I will promise that the ‘‘ secret of ber life,” 
as she calls it, shall not be mentioned. I know it's 
hard to bring it up, as you must have suffered intense- 
ly, and we ali will, I fear, until released by death. 
Do you pray forme? If not, praydo, I never feit 
more rebeilious than now; more need of Gods and 
human help. Do you know I think it strange you 
should aak me to call you “son?” I have told dariing 
I felt if you could, in safety to yourself and all con- 
cerned, you would be to me all this endearing name. 
Am I mistaken ? (Signed) MorHER, 
This letter bears date Oct. 24. I fix the date 
to be in 1371, because it was at that time that 
Mrs. Morse had the house, for which sse was 
paying $1,500 rent, and in the time whep Tilton 
was allowing his wife $40 per week for house- 
hold expenses. This letter was given me by 
Beecher as written by Mrs. Morse, Elizabeth's 
mother, and is a call on him for mouvev, which 


may explain the necessity for mortgag- 
ing bis house otherwise than by pay- 
ing $5,000 to me.

THAT WAS COMPLETELY SUCCESSFUL. 
Every King and Prince then rnliug was upeet 
from his seat. The revolutionary movement, it 
is true, suffered a reaction, not long afterwards ; 
but the reason was, that oue party, which proved 
to be the minority, undertook to carry the 
change of Government much further than the 
conservative element eould be infuced to pro- 
ceed ; and, for a time, it seemed as if the fruits 
of the revolution were lost. But notso. The 
rulers were obliged to make enormons conces- 
sions to the popular demand,—not all at on 
but gradually and continually. Wha 
the revolutionists of 1948 calarly 
insisted upon was constitutional representa- 
tion and responsible Government, together 
with German unity for sake of national 
defense. All these have been conceded 
aud secured. As each concession was made by 
the ruling classes, the bands of the masses were 
so strengthened that the next one was more 
easily obtained, anti] at last the whole fountain 
of power has been transferred to the ople, 

is quartered in their Constitution, but more 
strongly still in their fixed purpose to keep it. 

All the civil wars of Germany previous to 1848 
were either the result of religious persecution, 
or attempted territorial aggraodizement of one 
petty ruler over anofher, or some dynastic dis- 
pute. The terrible “Thirty Years’ War,” which 
ravaged all Germany, was an aitempt of the 
Catholics to stamp out the Reformation founded 
by Luther. The various wars with France 
were waged im defense of ther territo- 
ry,— Fatherland as they call it, Fred- 
erick the Great first fonght to acquire 
provinces from Anstria, and next fonght 
to keep them. But these were not civil wars in 
which oppressed maases of the people resorted 
to arms to cliange their form of Government. or 
extort an extension of political rights from their 
own Kings and ruleits by force. They were not 
ready to proceed t/> such extremities until 1544. 
Their previous political education did not justify 
it. The masees did not comprehend the nature 
and duties of free, representative Government :; 
and, if it had been voluntari'y thrown to them, 
they would not have known how to operate it. 
They were satisfied with the old system antil 
they had studied out the nature, requirements, 
and advantaces of the néewone.

The Constitution of the Empire bears date the 
th of April, 1871. By its terme aii the States 
of Germany *‘ form an eternal] union for the pro- 
tection of the reaim and the care and welfare of 
the German people.” Such is the declaration in 
the preamble. The supreme direction of the 
nilitary and tical affairs of the Empire is 
vested in the King of Prussia, who, aa such, bears 
thetitie of * Deutscher Kaiser.” Acocoraing to 
Art. 11 of the Constitution, the Kaiser rep- 
reents the Empire internationally, and 
om declare war, if defensive; that 1, 
wainst any Power that attacks Germany. 
He can, with the advice of his Ministers, con- 
cinde peace as well as enter into treaties with 
other nations, and appoint and receive Ambassa- 
dors. To declare war, if not merely defensive, 
the Emperor must have the consent of the 
Bundearath, or Federal Council, in which body, 

_ together with the Reichstag, or House of Com- 
mons, are vested the 
LEGISLATIVE AUTHORITY OF THE EMPIRE.

Each of the twenty-five States of Germany has 

ITS SEPARATE LEGISLATORE 

for the enact ment of laws on al! local subdjects. 
Prussia, which is much larger than any other 
State,—conteining more than half the popula- 
tion of the Eimpire,—is subdivided into eleven 
provinces, such as Old Prussia, Posen. Silesia, 
Westphalia, Ilanover, Schlesewig-THoisteim, eic. ; 
and each of tliese elects a Provincial Assembly 
(the Governor being appointed by the King) to 
legislate on purely local matters. Anod then 
there is a still farther subdivision of all the 
States of the Empire, somewlat corresponding 
with the American county, each of which 
has its little local Legisiature, with powers simi- 
lar to those exercised by Boards of County Su- 
pervisors in the United States ; and they also 
have a communal organization, closely resemb- 
ling the American township, and these, too, are 
managed by officers elected by the citizens 
tliereof. 

Mauyv Germans are nowcomplaiming that there 
are too many elective officers, and too much 
‘* ballot-boxing.” They fiod fault with the naw 
es stem of Loca! Self-Government becauze it is 
piore expensive than the old appointive system, 
a.ad because it requires too murh of the atten- 
tion of the citizen to the details of loca! admin- 
istration. They think the Americati model of 
Local Self-Government has been followed too 
fiir, and that it may lead here, as there, to the 
ervation of a bummer class of corrupt politicians, 
for whom the Germans appear to have a special 
dvead and aversion. 

FREE SPEECH AND FKEE PRESS 

in Germany are not quite up to the American or 
English standard; but enormous concessions 
have been made éo the press within a few years. 
The newspapers discuss public affairs, and criti- 
cise the officers of the Government, with a free- 
dom and virulence that would surprise Ameri- 
cavsif they could read them. The Emperor 
alone seems to escape the censure and the ani- 
madversions of the German press. The Jaw for- 
bida the perpetration of libels upon him, and he 
is the 6 iment of the national majesty and 
dignity; but every one else in the Government 
**‘ catches it” almost as severely as official ciass- 
es do in America for similar provocations or fail- 
ures in the performance of duty. The policies and 
measures of the Administration are discussed and 
criticised with the utmé@st freedom. So long as 
in even does not dssail the Emperor aad 
charge him with wrongdoing or bad intentions, 
it may say with impunity pretty much what it 
pues’ about everybody and everything else. 

uppressions of newspapers for attacks on the 
Government have become very rare. Occagion- 
ally an editor is hauled up before the courts 
tried, and, if found guilty, is fined or imprisoned 
for the publication of a libelon the Government 
or the Emperor: but the latitude of discussion 
is widening rapidly. .What an editor dared not 
write two years ago without arrest, he can now 
print without provoking official resentment ; and 
what he may not say vow will be said next year 
without, apprehension of police visitation or 
judicial investigation. 

Previous to the last session of ths German 
Parliament, there was a heavy excise iax levied 
on the circulation of newspapers, and also a tax 
on advertisements. The stamp-tax on each 
sheet issued, I believe, was something like 2 
cents, and the tax on advertisements about half 
a florin on every ten lives.

The people of Prussia have enjoyed the bene- 
fits of their school-system for four generations, 
and the remainder of Germany for three, except 
Bavaria, which ouly adopted it one generation 
ago. It is this system which has elevated Ger- 
many into the position of the most powerful na- 
tion in Europe and the 
BEST EEUCATED ONE US THE WORLD. 
The free schools, turning out their millions of 
youths, each with e mouthful of the bread 
of knowledge, bave made hundreds of thou- 
sands of them seek for more in the higher insti- 
tutions of learning. Hence Germany is filled to 
overflowing with scholars, writers, thinkers, 
scientists, linguiste, and explorers of every 
branch and department of human knowledge. 
It was the light shed among the masses of the 
ple by those schools which caused the 
volution of 1848, and brought about all the 
subsequent ameliorations and advancements in 
their political condition. It was the diffusion of 
this education among the masses which rendered 
German unity possible and inevitable, and will 
consolidate and make it endurable. The seljish- 
ness of the petty rulers aud their little Courts 
had to give way before it. aud ecclesiastical dom- 
ination and pious superstitions cannot be main- 
tained under the giare ef ita brightness, Ger- 
many is becomiog a nation of systematic, edu- 
prem | thinkers, by whom every policical, social, 
ecclesiastical and economical problem ws being 
avalyzed, discussed, and teflectedupon. The fu- 
ture destinies of the country are completely in 
the hands of the peopie,‘who now and bereafter 
will control the Gove:nmeut and the aflairs of 
the Nation, because they possess the requisite 
education to that ead, and knowledge is power. 
It was by vir.ue of ber far superior inte) li- 
gence that j’russia—a nation then of only 16,- 
000,000 of inhabitanta—defeated on the battie- 
tield igucrame Ausiria, 88,000,000, and kicked her 
ont of the German Confederation. The Prus- 
sian bayonets could think; the Austrian bayonets 
could not. Kdacated Prassia had devised and 
patiently prepared, for sixty years, the most 
perlect military system that éver was invented 
or applied by any nation of the world. By this 
most remarkable system, Prussia was convorted 
into a nation of practical gymnasts and skuled 
warriors, aud was en@iled wo burl ber entire 
weignt and power upon Aer antiagouises, with a 
force and saddenness that were wholly arie- 
sistivie. 
THE MILITARY SYSTEM OF PRUSSTA 
was devised ip 1°06, alter the disastrons battle 
of Jena, Six years afterward, the Great Napo- 
leon experievced a foretatte of whet it Was capa- 


ble of accomplishing, aod, during his last trree 
campaigns, he found irresistible. Tbe same 
system, subseqheutly carried to eomplere per- 
fection, upset the ihrone of his nephew and 
crushed France itself in six weeks under tts 
iron heel. ‘This svetem, which makes the tnili- 
tury arta part of the edugation of the youth of 
Germany, could not be carried out in an ig¢no 
rant nation. From the American standpeint it 
seems tO be a&most tyrannical engive of an ab- 
solute Government. But, m German eves, it 
bears no such aspect: they regard it as the 
shield of the nation, and as a part of the sechoo!- 
system of Germany. For the first six years the 
boy is under the control of his mother. 
Fiom 6 to 14 he is im the hands of 
the schoolmaster for teri months of the year. 
For the next six years,——from 14 to 20,—he is 
turned over to tne coatrol of his father, or, if he 
learns a trade, to that of his “master.” The 
Government then suys to bim, ‘*You have now 
learned how to support vourself. Your next 
duty is to learn how to defend yonr own /iber- 
ties and the land of yout birth against foreign 
iuvasiou or any cvil-minded assailant. 
COME THIS WAY, MY 8ON.” 

He is then put into the German uu'form, a knap- 
sack is strapped on his back, a ritle is placed in 
his hands, and Le is carefully and systematically 
trained and instructedin everything —sharpshoot- 
ing and markruaocsliip included—tiat pertains to 
the duty of asoldier. He 1 taught to swim 
rivers, to climb, dig rifie-pite, ran like a deer, 
avd perform ali kinds. of athietic and 
gymnastic exercises, in order to strengthen, 
toughen, and harden his muscles. When 
he is off duty the barracks are converted into a 
school room, and he continues his educational 
studies, commencing where he jeft off at 14 
years old; or, if he has studied after that date, 
then be commences at that point. Every regi- 
ment can furnish plenty of teachers to instruct 
the young conscript in any brancn of art, sci- 
ence, language, or Irtérature, he withes to pur- 
sue beyond the regu'ar course laid down. fiach 
summer the soldier receives a month's furlough 
to go home’and help take off the harvest, if bis 
parents make application to the Commandaut for 
his services. During the holidays he gets two 
weeks’ furlough to visit his relatives and see his 
sweetheart. Whiie he ia in the army 
he is well clothed and fed, his muséles 
are developed, his weight and = strength 
increased. He is tanght personal clean- 
liness, habits of temperance in drink, and 
moderation in food, and how to control his tem- 
per and obey orders with alacrity. He is taught 
self-respect, honor and patriotrem, and to look 
upon Germany as the grdatest, best, and freest 
nation in Furope. When his three years are ex- 
paired, he is sent home on furlough for four 
years, and then enrolled in the reserves for 
seven years; aud, after that, in the Landwehr, or 
militia, for five years, with liberty te be called 
ont twice a year for anpuai practice of a fer 
days, toruboff the rust. Wheo he is 36 years 
old, he passes into the veteran reserve guard, 
called the ** Landstrum,” until he is 50 years old; 
but ts only liable to military duty to help repel 
invasion within the frontiers of the country. 
Such is the Prassiau military system 

NOW ADOPTED IN ALL GERMANY. 

It will oveur to a good many American parents 
that it would not be detrimental to the physica), 
moral, or mental development and fature weltl- 
being of their boys, if they were removed from 
billiard-sa!oons, and subjected to jast such a sys- 
tem of schoohng and discipline during the critical 
turning period m every boy’s life, when the 
fature usefulness or w leasness of nearly 
every young man is determined as certain as 
fate. Bat, however American parents may re- 
gard the matter, German parents—the majority 
of them—beheve the three years’ armr life is 
beneficial to their sons, making better and more 
eeif-reliant, ateadier and more honorable men of 
them than if they did not receive such training 
and schooling. 

If an American ventures to observe to a Ger- 
man, *‘We can bardly consiler yours « free 
country; your huge standing-army is oot a 
democratic institution, and an Emperor is an 

wbiican ruler,” he will receive in 
sich an answer as this: * We elected our 
peror: have we not as mach right to do so as 
you have to elect a President? Whether we 
elect bim fora short term of years or during 
good behavior, is a matter about which we alone 
mast be the judge. We have defined his pow- 
ers in a written Constitution. Have you done 
more? We made our Emperor, and

or undermine any man’s faith, but to defeud the 
State against the wares of a foreign Hier- 
archical power to override ita lawful authority, 
and substitute the Syilabus for the Constitution, 
and make the highest allegiance of the citizen te 
the Pope of Rome ing of the German Kai- 
ser. it is farther contended that one main ob- 
ject of those laws is to e ve the inferior 
clergy from the tyrannical dictation of the 
Bishops, who are under the control of « foreign 
potentate, who himself is influenced and con 
trolled by the Order of Jesuits, whose members 
have been expelled from Germany ov account of 
their politica! intermeddling and Ultramontane 
electionsering. And another reason is, to place 
the Chureh property of a congregation under the 
control of the men bers thereof, and to confer 
on them the lawful authority to choose their 
own priest or pastor ip case of a vacancy, and 
not be obliged to accept a clergyman who may 
be obnoxious or odious tothem. Furthermore, 
it is contended that it was unsafe to allow the 
parish priest to teach to thé scholars of the free 
schools the dogma of the Pope's ipfallibility, 
which places allegiance to bim ip all matters 
above that due to the Emperor and his Govern- 
ment. Hence, a chief purpose of those laws 
ig to secuiarize the public schools ; and avother 
is, to secularize marriage; and yet another, to 
place the congregation in control of its ohurch 
property, and enable it to choose its own priest

Harvard-Yale Antagonisms. 


Revival of Middle-State Colleges 
--Some Facts and Figures. 


From Our Own Correspondent, 
' Sanatroea, August, 1874. 
The transferral of University-boating to Sara- 
toga Lake, in lieu of the crooked course’on the 


‘Connecticut River at Springfield, and the short, 


turn-stake stretch on the uvintéresting Lake of 
Quinsigamond, will 
PROBABLY BE A PERMANENT THING. 

It ie doubtless discomfortivg to the self. esteem 
of Yale and Harvard to be obliged to row with 
other collegians, who make less ado and beat 
them; bué what will they do about it? If they 
row each other, and their time is beaten by 
Columbia, or Princeton, or Wesleyan, the atten- 
tion of the country will merely be taken off their 
schools, and put upon the colleges which dare 
row anything, Nor, at thie stage of the busi- 
ness, will it avail for the Faculties of Yale and 
Harvard to run up theirspectacles, take a hitch 
in their trousers, and come to the tardy discovery 
that boating, on the whole, distracts the tander- 
graduate mind. It is to the good of the physical 
youth of those colleges that sports should be 
defined, methodized, and backed by the public 
spirit of the whole college, rather than intestine, 
discordant, and merely individual. It ie no less 
the sign of proper college-culture that the crew 
of a great University should know how to be- 
have in defeat, and, m certain contingencies, 
prefer defeat to recrimination and collision. If 
haif-a-dozen picked men from Harvard do not 
upderstaod the comity of life better than to foul 
a rival boat, if the stroke-oar of Yale must 
needs want to whip the Captain of the Harvard 
crew at the end of the race, the minds of parents 
and academicians will stop at the conclusion 
that, whatever Yale and Harvard can make, they 
do not always make a gentieman. 

It is not neceasary to be severe, however, upon 
what may have been a casualiy intensified by 
emulation. The bebavior of 

ALL THE COLLEGE-BOYS AT SARATOGA 
was encouraging to their parents, friends, and 
eountrymen. 

“ It makes me fee] good to see these lads look 
so weil, work so weil, and talk so well,” said Mr. 
Briggs, an old Van Buren Free-Soiler. 

The ball-play between Harvard and Yaie was 
as wearly perfect as we can find it, except 
amongst professionais,—the superiority of Yale 
being apparent from the begimming; and the 
leaping, running, and walking, for the Bennett 
cups, was one of the neatest bits of work of 
the .season,—particularly the T-mile walk, 
and the bhurdie-jamping. S8o the glee-club sing- 
ing of the Yale boys was, in style and effect, 
equal to the vocal exercises of the German-Univer- 
sity choruses. But the boating, the great feature 
of the year, showed that the Middie States, in 
their first tilt with the New-Englanders, carried 
off both sets of flags, and planted the Freshman 
colors in Nareau Halil, the University colors in 
the City of New York.

The Yale Club puil- 
ed steadily ahead until the Princeton Freshmen, 
in the final strokes, gave their boat an almost 
buman jump, like a horse smartly cut with the 
spur.

COLLEGES OF THE MIDDDE STATES. 

The victory of Princeton over Yale in the 
Fresamen race, and of Columbia College over 
Harvard in the Univervity race, gives oppor- 
tunity to rehearse some facts which may be 
pleasant to those of your readers of Middle- 
State extraction as to the very great revival of 
collegiate education in those conservative parts. 
Since the close of the War, Columbia College, 
of New Yo,k, has been elegantly reinvigorated, 
rehoused, and re-endowed ; Cornell University 
has been monificently established by Ezra 
Cornell and Heary 6; Princeton Cottage bas 
taken triple proportions, and has a lige in- 
creas¢ of students; thetwé Pennsylvania Col- 
leges on the Lehigh have been added to, in one 
case and put eut of pinafores into 
breeches; the Pennsylvania University has 
been removed to bnildings which almost 
deride, by their architectural elegance, 
the at Cambridge and: New 
Haven; the Johns Hopkins University, 
at Baltimore, has been established on a scale 
which makes all previcus creations for educa- 
tion in Maryland puny; and, finally, the How- 
ard University, at Wanhington, for negroes,

and conviction which has kept Celtic Proteat- 
antism paramount in all the mountaib parts of 
the le States, Virginia, Tennessee, the Caro- 
linas, and Georgia, is now in ite second honey- 
moon, having been magnificently eularged and 
endowed, so that it is the most perfect Presby- 
verian institution ip ey with 17 Pro- 
fessors, 420 students, a new Scientific School 
and Libraity, a Theological School, and a 
Preparatory School. At New Brunswick, near 
by, is Rutgers (Dutch Reformed) College, 100 
years old, aud still bale. At Madison, near oy 
is the rich Drew Theological School, which 
the Methodist Church is another Wesleyad Semi- 
nary, still in its infancy; and Commodore Van- 
derbilt bas laid out his first bequest on a college 
on the Middle-5:ate line, in Tennessee.

OTHER COLLEGES. 

Lehigh University, a: Bethlehem, founded by 
Asa Packer ia 1965, is ap Episcopal institution, 
with fine technical Schools of Chemistry, 
Literature, Engineering, and Mining. There 
are 12 Professors, 121 students, five buildings, 
and the most copious instrumental paraphernalia. 

A very short distance off 1s Lafayetie College 
Easton, Pa., founded in 1826, with a theologi 
idea at the centre, and Christian and Pagan 
courses of readig.

FORMOSA, 
Its Geographical Situation and Cen- 
dition—Sketch of its Mistory. 
From the Sacramento Union, 

Formosa, the scene of the t difficulties 
between the Chinese and. Jupanese Govern- 
ments, is an island of 15,000 square miles in the 
China Sea, between 22 deg. and 25 deg. 380 min. 
N., and long. 120 deg. 60 mim. and 122 deg. E. 
lt ig about 245 miles long, and 100 wide at its 
broadest part. The whole coast of the island 
facing the mainland, and a considerable distance 
inland, belongs to China, and forms part of the 
province of Fokien, from which it is distant 90 
miles, The remainder of the island is occupied 
by Aborigines. A ridge of snow-covered yol- 
canic mwounteins, called Muah Rana Shan, the 
highest summits of which are supposed to be 
12,000 feet above the level of the 
sea, intersect the isiand from north to 
south. The declivities are clothed with luxuri- 
ant trees and pasture grounds, which give the 
island a very beautiful appearance, from wheuce 
it derived its Portuguese name, signifying 
“ beautiful.” On the west side of the island a 
number of mountain streams run down to the 
sea, aud the soilon the mountain slopes is ex- 
tremely fertile and well cultivated. trade 
in rice, which is of superior quality, between 
Formosa and the main land, empleys about 300 
vessels, Wheat, millet, maize, sugar-cane, or- 
anges, pineapples, guavas, cocoanuts, areca- 
nutes, peaches, apricots, figs, gra megtan- 
ates, chestnuts, melons, and vegetabies of vari- 
ous Kinds are alao grown, in large quantities, 
In addition to rice, camphor, salt, sulphur, 
maize, fruits, timber, and other products are 
exported from the islang. The, commerce 
of Formosa is confined chiefly to Fokien, 
and a few other eastern provinces of China, 
from which it. imports green tea, raw silk, 
and woolen and cotton stufls. The domestic 
animals of the island are buffaloes, horses, 
asses, goats, sheep, hogs and cattle, and the 
eastern part is said to be infested with tigers 
leopards, and wolves. In 1848 a large area of 
coal of excellent quality was discovered near the 
Village of Killon,in the northeastern part of the 
island. The aborigines, who are silenderly 
shaped, and of olive complexion, wear long bair 
and blacken their teeth. They are divi into 
different tribes, have no written language, and 
are said to be honest im their dealings,' but 
revengeful when provoked. Thé Chinese por- 
tion of the isiand is divided into four dis- 
tric and the capital is named Tai-wan-foo. 
The Chinese did not. know of the existence of 
Formosa until the year 1403, and their authority 
over M was not established until the 
year 16533, simce which time it has pro- 
gtessed satisfactorily under their rule. Large 
quantities of land have been purchased by spec- 
ulators, who encourage emigration from the 
mainiand, and offer considerable inducements to 
settlers. The wealthy colonists are di 
with the Chinese Government, to which they are 
a fruitful source of uneasiness from the fre- 
quency of their reyolta. Literature flourishes 
op the island, and niany of the residents of Fo- 
kiem send their sons thither to be educated. 
Formoea has few. available harbors, and the 
southern channel is remarkabie for its violent 
northern winds and heavy seas. The Dutch be- 
came masters of the island in 1632, but were ex- 

lied by the famons -pirate,Coxinga, whose fol- 
were ruled until the Chinese obtained cara 
sion, The climate of Formosa is salubrious, 
and its population is estimated at 2,500,000.

Dullness 
in the com nmezgial world is prolitic of nothing 
but misery and crime. 


The Committee of One Hundred of the Citi- 
zens Association met yesterday and listened to 
an address, something in the nature of an inaugu- 
ral, from Mr. Franklin MacVeagh, President 
of the Association. Mr. A. OC. Hesiog 
afterwards gave clear and forcible expression to 
his views of municipal governments, past, 
present, and tocome. On the conclusion of bis 
speech he offered a preamble and resolution de- 
claniog the Committee’s desire that the late City 
Treasurer and his bondsmen should be prose- 
ecated. The resolution requeste the Executive 
Committee of the Association to contribute 
such a sum of money as may -be 
necessary to retain the best legal talent of the 
city for the purpose of assisting the Corporation 
Counsel in a civil suit against Mr. Gage, “ and 
also for the purpose of assisting the State’s At- 
torney in the crimival prosecution of the indict- 


ed defaulter.” 


Senator Schurz last night addressed a meet- 
ing w St. Louis, called to ratify the ticket nomi- 
nated by the Peopie’s Party of Missouri. He 
reserved for a future occasion the expression of 
his views on questions of national concern ; and 
merely indicated. his approval of the Independ- 
ent movement, and promised his support to its 
candidates. The attiiude of the new party in 
regard to the finances is not all he desires, yet 
it is encouraging, The party may be considered 
**on the fence ” in this respect, and the Senator 
will do al] he can to bring it down on the right 
side. He denied that the Reform movement 
was part of a scheme to secure his return to the 
Senate, and asserted that he scrupulously held, 
aloof from itin the begianing that it might pot 
be intepreted as a means to personal ends. The 
Senator’s bold venture upon the sea of politics 
is in marked contrast to the surf-bathing of the 
small men. It is more perilous, to be sure; but 
it promises nobler rewards. 


The Reformers of the Seventh Congressional 
District in this State made a poor showing of 
their intelligence at the Convention held at Mor- 
ris on Thursday last. They nominated Mr. Alex- 
ander Campbell, of LaSalle, the autborof many 
reams of crazy nonsense about finance which he 
bas been inflicting on the country for some ten 
or twenty years past. Mr. Campbell is undoubt- 
edly a well-meaniag man, but on the subject of 
finance it is treating him mildly to say that he is 
crazy. In the Convention his nomination was 
strongly urged by several delegates from La- 
Salle, on the ground of his financial knowledge, 
The public judgment, however, was well ex- 
pressed by Mr. White, of Will County, who said 
‘‘that if any person present could explain what 
Mr. Campbell’s views were so that they 
could be understood, he would like to have 
it dope.” For this he was called to order. It is 
but charitable to suppose that Mr. Campbell un- 
deretands his own financial views, and if so he 
is probably the only man in the country who 
does. He haa been publishing tracts on that 
question for many years, until they have become 
a standing terror to newspaper men and to all 
those to whom he has distributed them. They 
have escaped criticism, because they defied it; 
they have never been answered, becanse no one 
ever knew what Le was driving at. They could 
not be called repudiating nor Communistic, be- 
caase ng person could ever find out what the 
author wanted or advocated. Thisis the candi- 
date nominated by the Reformers of the Seventh 
District. He will probably receive a large vote 
in the district, but there is not much danger of 
his election. 


The people of the West may congratulate them- 
selves that they have no exciting party contest 
this fall. Down in Maine, where there is an 
average Republican majority of 20,000, there 1s, 
judging from the papers, an intense interest, 
and tbe Republican papers betray a zeal and an 
anxiety that is painful to the reader.

MOULTON’S SECOND STATEMENT. 

Francis D. Moulton bas published his addi- 
tional statement in the Beecher! case, of which 
he gave notice shortly after the Plymouth Church 
meeting, anda more diabolical revelation was 
never put into print. Bad ae it isin the shape 
in which it comes to us, we have been compelled 
to suppress a portion of it in the interest 
of public decency, and should suppreés more 
if it could be done without destroying essential 
parts of the testimony. Perhaps, however, it is 
as well to tell the whole story, and make a 
Doomsday Book of it. The case has reached a 
pass now where somebody ought to be hanged— 
either Beecher for his bideous crimes, or Moul- 
ton for his hideous slanders. Mr. Moulton, for 
his part, introduces new documeutary evidence to 
support his statements, and gays that both 
Beecher and Mrs. Tilton made their confession 
of adultery to him in the p.esence of another 
witness, whom he does not yet name. 

The most important part of the statement re- 
lates to the long-suppressed charges of Henry 
C. Bowen against Beecher, which Moulton avers 
were charges of adultery with five different 
women, including one charge of rape. 
In regard to the latter charge, Moulton 
says that Beecher confessed to him the 
act of criminal infercourse, but denied having 
used violence, aod alleged tliat the woman, 
though unmarried, “had had previous experien- 
ces of the same sort.” Tibs revélation, Moulton 
says, was made to him twelve days after the 
confession of adultery with Mrs. Tilton, and 
while he was engaged with’ H. B. Claflia 
and others in settling up; Tilton’s diffi- 
culties with Bowen. He told Beecher that 
unless he wished to iemain in Bowen's 
power he must get from the woman in question 
a retraction of the charge. This he (Beecher) 
undertook to do, and he brought Moulton a pa- 
per from the woman which was not a retraction 
buta statement that she had madeca certain 
charge against Beecher to Bowen which she re- 
gretted, and that she was now on friendly terms 
with Beecher. Tiais letter Moulton publishes 
without the siguature. The language imputed 
to Beecher in this narrative is perfectly disgust- 
ing. 

Mr, Moulton savs that Beecher declared ta 


him bis belief in the doctrine of! Free Love, and | 


professed to see po sin in it, but nevertbeless, 
when threatened with exposure, made prepara- 
tions to commit suicide by poison. He says 


also that Mr. Beecher renewed his intimacy 


with Mrs. Tilton clandestinely after he had made, 
or supposed he bad made, his peace with Tilton 
by confession and penitence, and he introduces 
a love-letter written by him to Mrs. Tilton sub- 
sequent to that event, conveving an intimation 
that his wife was away, and that she could safely 
come to his house. 

Some of the charges made by Moulton are, 
upon their face, almost beyond belief. Never- 
thelesa, they are all practically embraced in the 
original charge of adultery with Mrs. Tilton, for 
if that is to be believed nothing else can be dis- 
carded as unworthy of belief. Meanwhile Mr. 
Tilton is preparing another statemeut, and the 
trial of his case against Beecher is set down for 
the October term of the City Conrt of Brooklyn, 
Judge Neilson presiding. The Nemesis of some- 
body is hastening on at a fearful pace. 


BUSINESS PROSPECTS. 

The commercial outlook the world over is 
brightening. The crisis of last year, which was 
felt all over the civilized world, is now giving 
place to signs of rapid and universal recupera- 
tion. Among tbe favorable omns of returning 
activity and prosperity is the rjcent rise in the 
rate of discount of the Bank ¢f England from 
38 to4percent. A rise in the rte of discount is 
not necessarily a sign of p ifity. It may be 
the very reverse. Coming in ¢% period of great 
commercial and speculative ackvity, it is a sign 
of trouble aLead. Coming at“ \ time of great 
depreasion, when speculation, ?\ nearly dead, it 
indicates a revival of Jegitir ty business, and 


is a token of returning - sperity. And 
since London is the morggcentre of the 
world, and since the ression itself 


has been world-wide, we are warranted 
in concluding that a recovery lias really set in. 
The rate of discount of the Bank bas varied nine 
times during th» present year. But the varia 
tion from 3 to 4 per cent which took place about 
the beginning of August is taken to mark the 
turoing-point from prostration to a recupera- 
tion,—the faint, burdly perceptible beginnings of 
which we now experience. England, Germany, 
France, and America are simultaneously awaken- 
ing to new industrial life’ Commercial reports 
wear a more cheerful look. The industrial cen- 
tres of England and of this country are just be- 
ginning to show signs of their wonted activity. 
The accounts from Leeds, Rochdale, Dundee, 
aod other parts of Great Britain, are most flat- 
tering. The mapufactories which came almost 
entirely to a stand-still in consequence of the 
panic are in full blast again, 

A crisis always follows a period of over-pro- 
duction, or over-consumption, or both. In turn, 
it is followed by a period of diminished con- 
sumption aod diminished production. One ex- 
treme-—an extreme of improv 
place for another,—one of the utmost economy. 
And this lasts until newly-produced wealth 
slowly and almost imperceptibly causes people 
toreturn to the old measure of consumption 
and producers to the old measure of production, 
When this activity in both departments becomes 
universal, the demand for ioans, of course, in- 
creases and the rate of interest rises. The. ex- 
citing cause to renewed activity in the present 
case, both in consumption and production, and, 
therefore, in all branches of business, is the 
promised harvest in América and Europe. The 
price of cereals and of vegetable pro- 
ducts influences every department of eom- 
merce. When the price is low, the ba- 
ker’s and butcher's bills are small; and 
the workman or mechanic has means to 
spend on other things which in less favored 
years be has not. He can afford to patronize 
the shoemaker, tailor, cabinet-maker, ete. The 
tailor, shoemaker, and cabinet-maker make de- 
mands on the activity of the cloth-mannfacturer, 
the tanner, the lumber merchant, etc. Now it 
so happens that all bread-producing lands 
promise exceedingly good harvests this year. 
The United States, France, Hungary, Russia, all 
tell the same story. In this country alone there 
are this year 2,000,000 more acres under cuitiva- 
tion than there were last year. The markets 
feel already the effects of this increased return. 
It ia not to be expected that the grain-producing 
countries will feel the first or fulicet effects of 
thie setivity, eines they siust be content wilh 
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lower prices for their principal products, but the which. they have not had for many years, and 
will inspire them with fresh courage and devo- 


revival of trade will be beneficial even to these. 
THE VALUE OF A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

The effect of a bold and vigorous declaration 
of truth and manly expression of honesty of pur- 
pose is always productive of wholesome results. 
On the 26th of August last the Illinois Opposi- 
tion Convention bad the courage to insist upon 
an early restoration of specie payments, and to 
demand that the national debt be paid in gold, 
and that thére should be no tariff except for 
revenue. These declarations, coming as they 
did from a body composed largely of Democrats, 
and in quick response to an opposing declaration 
by the Democrats of Indiana, Obio, and Missou- 
ri, were all the more significant. It was the first 
denial of the false doctrines originating with 
Pendleton, and subsequently adopted by Morton 
and Butler. It was the first open return to the 
old doctrine of the Democratic party in its days 
of honorable supremacy. It was not made with- 
out a struggle, but when made, it was conclusive 
upon the party, and was so accepted. 

Now mark the effect, On the 10th of Sep- 
tember the Democratic State Convention of 
Michigan not only reaffirmed this financial plat- 
form, but went further and favored the repeal of 
tne Legal-Tender act after July, 1876. The same 
Convention, by an unanimous vote, demanded 
that there should be no tariff save for revenue. 

On the same day the Democratic State Con- 
vention in Nebraska, by an unanimous vote, 
adopted the Llinois platform in almost its exact 
words. 

At the very time these Conventions were in 
sedsion there was a Reform Convention held at 
Madison, Wis., to nominate s candidate for Con- 
gress. That Convention, too, boldly declared in 
favor of a specie basis for the national curren- 
cy. Mr. Cook, the nominee for Congress, thus 
expressed himself : 

In conclusion, I would say tn regard te the financial 
plank, that it erpecially meets my approval, I was ed- 
ucated to believe that a specie currency was the con- 
stitutional currency of the country. If we haveany

representation of American art. Many of our | 


painters have but a single picture, not always of 
their best, and a few really great artists, like 
Durand, James Hart, William H. Beard, Crop- 
sey, the Giffords, and Hennessy, are not repre- 
sented atall. The great majority of our paint- 
ers, however, have contributed fine works. The 
French school is splendidly represented. The 
German painters of the great schools of Munich 
and Dusseldorf can be studied from some of 
their best works, both in figure and snimal 
pieces. Two schoole which have never been 
seen here before, the Italian and Spanish, may 
also be studied with profit, as the samples are of 
unusual excellence, 

That the gallery is appreciated is evident from 
the crowds which throng its spacious and pieas- 
antrooms. Itis thus far the most attractive 
feature of the Exposition, the stories and poems 
in color far exceeding in fascination and interest 
the musical features, the whirr and buzz cf 
machinery, or even the silent, living beauty of 
the Floral Hall. This shows that the people 
not only of Chicago but also of the West are 
interested in the subject of art. To these 
people, the gallery is a silent and powerful edu- 
cator, and itis fortunate that its instruction is 
not of @ false or meretricious kind. The de- 
cadence of the art-feeling in Chicago has too 
long been a stigma of reproach. It can hardly 
be expected thats young city, devotéd to the 
confusion and practicality of mercantile pur- 
suits, will compete with older and wealthier 
cities, where art has accumulated through long 
years, but the reproach is that we have fallen 
back from the high point we occupied be- 
tween 1865 and 1870. We have spent a great 
deal of money for pictures, but it has been 
squandered upon the daubs of the auction-shops. 
We have given no encouragement to our home 
artists, some of whom, like Ford, Elkins, Sloan, 
and others, are men of talent and patient, con- 
scientious workers, and some of our best paint- 
ers have been compelied to leave here.

We commend these figures to the consideration 
of the farmers, especially at the present time, 
when the price of wheat is falling. The farm- 
ers cannot cause the price of wheat to advance, 
but they can cause the price of other commodi- 
ties" to fall, by reducing the tariff now levied 
upon them. When the farmers of the West 
say that that tariff must come down, come down 
it will. 

To reduce the tariff?’ means to reduce the 
prices of clothing by over 40 per cent ; of bilank- 
ets, towels, and bedding by 50 per cent; of iron 
utensils by about 30 per cent, etc., etc. Bo 
long as the wheat-growers are content to pay 
these extra prices on a declining market for 
their own products, they will probably do so. 
When they make up their minds for a change, 
they can accomplish it in very short order. 

TRADES-UNIONS. 

In England and the United States the theory 
of Trades-Unioniem has had oa fair trial. It 
would be unjust to draw arguments against it 
from ite partial break-down in Germany and 
France, because it has as yet had no time to gain 
a firm footing in those countries. Combinations 
of operatives were asabeolutely forbidden in 
Franee until 1864. They were looked upon 
with disfavor until 1868. In Germany, the re- 
strictions upon them were not removed until 
1869. The two great Anglo-Saxon countries 
have given the theory a patient hearing. It has 
not borne the test well. The Trades-Unions 
have not accomplished their ends, and have, we 
believe, done more harm than good. Their ob- 
ject is to keep wages high. Their means are the 
production of an artificial scarcity of labor, 
either by keeping craftemen from com- 
‘ng te «a particular region, or by hav- 
ing the mass of the men employed in 
that region suddenly cease work. It is true that 
they have in some cases secured an advance or 
prevented a fall in wages, but their power to do 
so grows less each year. Moen are becoming un- 
willing to submit to irresponsible dictation, and 
the perfection of methods of communication is 
opening the labor-market of the world to sm- 
ployers, so that the American mannufacturer can 
import Swedes and Italians to take the place of 
his striking operatives. When the Trades 
Unions do carry through successful strikes, it is 
more than doubtful whether the result pays for 


glish workingmen by Trades-Unions since 1850. 
Even when a strike succeeds, it.often costs more 
than it repays, If 1,000 men, earnmg $5 a day 
each, should obtain wages of $5.50 after a two 
mooths’ strike, the cost of the gain would be 
about $330,000. For they would have lost their 
aggregate daily wage of $5,000 for sixty days 
($300,000), and they would have received from 
their Union daily etipends of at least 50 cents 
each ($30,000). All this would have gone in un- 
productive consumption. In order to make up 
this loss out of the extra half-dollar a dav, the 
thousand men would have to labor steadily for 
660 working daye,—two years and six weeks. 

The fact is that wages go up and down in 
obedience to certain natural laws which s league 
of all the Trades-Unions in the: world could not 
permanently obstruct. While these societies 
fail in their main objects, they do some good in- 
direcily by their mutual-benefit departments and 
by their educating influence upos their members. 
Yet that education is in part very bad. They 
interfere with individual liberty and do so, in 
many cases, barbarously. They put good and 
bad workingmen on @ common: dead level. So 
fixed are they in their opposition to a good man's 
doing his best and so rising above his fellows, 
that they have actually coined a word to express 
this particular “ crime.” They teach an offen- 
sive protectionist theory of labor. They are 
based on the belief of an irreconcilable war be- 
tween capital and labor. | 

There isa great future before these societies 
if their managers have but the wit to grasp the 
chance. They have proved their power of ac- 
cumulating a large amount of capital. The 
English Iron-workers’ Union has a reserve of 
many thousands of pounds. The great need of 
labor is capital. Labor cries ont this fact and 
then spends its capital in unproductive instead 
of productive consumption. Union funds should 
be judiciously used to start members of the 
Union in business on their own account. In 
very many cases, the money that is wasted in 
supporting men on an useless strike would have 
made them their own masters, if it had been 
paid over in a lump-sam at the beginning. This 
idea of the use of Union funds is gaining ground 
in England. There have been some noteworthy 
alliances, recently, between co-operative socic- 
ties and Trades-Unions. In a year or s0, we 
can tell how the theory stands the test of prac- 
tice. 


UNIFORM RAILWAY TARIFFS. 

Germany, like some of our Western States, is 
bothered just now with the railway question. 
An effort has been made to have a uniform 
taruif for all roads established. It would seem 
that such an one has been already adopted for 
the Alsace and Lorraine roads.. There are per- 
sons who would have the system extended to ail 
roads in the Empire. Umlise our friends in Wis- 
‘ consin, however, who elaborated a railway tariff 
from their inner consciousness, they are willing 
to hear the experience of other countries. An 
Englishman—a former manager of a railway com- 
pany, and now President of two of the most im- 
portant lines of his country—has been giving 
the Germans the benefit of his experience. He 
says that efforts to fix a usiform tariff for rail- 
ways has been made m England, and failed. At 
the time they caused a great deal of discussion, 
but now nothing is beard of the measure. 

He insists that nothing but a business calcula- 
tion and investigation can fixatariff. It is im- 
possible for any one but a first-class railway- 
business man to fix such s tariff as will lead a 
road to prosperity. To establish proper rates 
fora line of road, itis necessary to know the 
wants of consumers along it; what raw mate- 
rial, commodities, ete., are needed at given 
places, and in what quantities. Also, it becomes 
necessary to know the amount of traveling that 
éan be expected. It is sometimes @ to 
carry certain articles under cost price, for in- 
stance, when the transport of these articles in- 
sures return-freight of a remunefative charac- 
ter, which may make up the loss and even exceed 
it. A uniform tariffis in some cases impossi- 
ble. Suppose that an article is consumed at 
A which is produced at Band C. If C be 
farther from A than B, and should the company 
charge the same rates for freight from C as 
from B, it would exclude C’s products entirely 
from the market, and deprive the consumers in 
A of the benefits of competition. The road 
would lose the freight from ©, and might not 
make up its loss by an iacrease of freight from 
B, because the increased price of the article 
might diminish consumption. The railroads in 
kpgiand bave constant and definite rates; but 
the exceptions far outnumber the rules. The 
English President, however, favors a maximum 


tariff; and advises that all roads should, under 


the same circumstances, be subject to the same 
rules. He thinks it perfectly legitimate for the 
roads to charge leas to a party who patronizes 
them daily than to one who comes near them 
only once m s year; also to a customer who 
insures them return-freight. 
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THE VALCOUR COMMUNITY. 

The Chicago free-lovers who recently went 
East in search of their promised land have had 
the promise fulfilled. Mr. Orrin Shipman has 
donated Valcour Island, m Lake Champlain, to 
a socialist community. The experimeat of 
Brook Farm is to be tried on a lower level. The 
new society is to be bound together animally, by 
the degrading tie of free-love, as well as spirit- 
ually. The property consists of 800 acres on 
the island and 210 om the mainland near by. 
The main source of support will be agriculture. 
Each member will have a choice, so far as the 
public interest will allow, of his or her avocation. 
The principle of private property. will be ad- 
mitted te « limited extent, inasmuch as 
each adult member will receive for each day's 
work a certain sum, which will be at his or her 
absolute disposal. Healthy members who do 
not wish to do physical work will be charged the 
cost of their board and lodging. The homes of 
the community will be built ona beautiful pla- 
teau. Each house will accommodate sixteen 
persons—men, women, and children. Harmoni- 
ous groups will be piaced in each, Each group 
will manage its own domestic concerns. Each 
will have two Superintendents, man and s 
woman,—se Secretary, and a Treasurer. The gen- 
eral government is to pe vested in an Executive 
Board, composed of all the groups, together with

Napoleon, Maximilian, and the 
Mexican Invasion. 


New Yorn, Sept. 11.—The Herald has, by 
cable, a long communication from Marehal Ba- 
zaine, addressed to James Gordon Bennett, 
thanking the Heraid in particular, and American 
journais in general, for the strong marks of 
sympathy he has received at their hands. In 
American journals, be says, he has always found 
bis best defenders and most impartial criticisms. 
He reviews the circumstances of his trial 
and conviction, and says he was made 
the expiatory victim of the faults 
of the French army and nation. He says the 
judgment against him is invalid, because of the 
com position of the Court, he not having been 
tried by a jury of his peers. He says: “I have 
no lo nger hope that strict justice will be prompt- 
lydone me. I had but twosupports whose 
authority and impartiality assured me during 
the contest against those who allowed me to be 
immolated in order to appease a certain coterie 
and publiesorrow, These were the Emperor. who is 
dead, and Thiers, who has been set aside and 
replaced by MacMahon, my former comrade. It 
resulted, therefore, that | slone had to pass 
through the whole terrible complexity of events. 
From the day tuat the command of the Army of 
the Rhine was imposed upon me, | have drav« 
the bitter cup even to the dregs; but I ought 
not to comp'ain, for the Emperor lost both his 
throne and bis life, aud France, notwithstanding 
the bravery displayed by her armies, bas just three 
departments.

It is due to all parties; however, to 
say that the opposition to the 190-Ib 
rule came not from the packers, but from 
the repackers. The gentry in New York and 
New Orleans who have been in the habit of tak- 
ing out the overweight and counting it as a 
profit, which was “ nobody's business,” naturally 
feit indignant at having their oceupation taken 
from under their noses.

Many such cases have occurred, and it is 
possible that other will follow, for such has 
been pioneer-history since Hudsom made the 
purchase of the Island of New York for less than 
$100. Speculation has done wonders for the 
West, for it has invited both capital and energy, 
and made of it a garden-spot. That is, the 
West that began at Albany, on the Hud- 
son, and made its steady march to the 
Mississippi, and to-day m spreading over the 
trans- Missouri country. 

Withm atl these bounds there are yet places 
for new homes, for the whole space is not yet 
occupied. The difference is between the man 
who grows 20 tons of hay on shares, giving 10 
of # for rent, selling the remainder at $20 per 
ton, and the man who owns hia farm, and sells 
the 20 tons at $10 per ton. Tae one has as 
much money as the other at the end of the year, 
without investing in land. 

Last summer, a farmer of New York made me 
@ visit, and we discussed the relative advantage 
of the dairy districts of New York and of this 
State, and, among other things, the prospect of 
the farm-renter in New York and the small 
armer at the West. Taking the ay e value 


hay here at $8 per ton, and that at $20, the 


owing was on side of the renter; but, 
ith the present low freights on corn and wheat 
the seaboard, the advantage is in favor of 
the Western farmer. Then, again, the ad- 
vantages of this over the trans- Misaouri country 
is about in the same proportion. And yet it all 
depends on the man, whether he has a place in 
whieb to stay, or , | 
A HOME 
in which to live and to briog ap his family. 

I have one neighbor whe worked for me two 
years, but now he has nearly 200 acres of good 
land under a high state of culture, and is reck- 
oned among the well-to-do farmers. Another 
neighbor, who came herejhalf-a-dozen 
and rented 40 acres of iand, is now its owner, 
with an addition of 40 acres, and is now putting 
up a new house, and is out of debt. This land, 
which cost him over $30 per acre, isin a high 
state of culture. I could go on and enumerate 
hundreds of similar cases, and, without any dif- 
ficulty, coald give many pictures of the reverse. 
Fortunes have been made and lost ail over the 
West, and yet there is the same oppértunity now 
of making and losing as for the past thirty 


years. 

‘Tbe man with small means must be content to 
purchase a email amount of land, just what he 
is able to cultivate, and to avoid ing himself 
down with interest and taxes,—iwo items that 
steadily sap the foundation of progress. A man 
with a small family and small means bad better 
rent for a time than to g° beyond the settlement 
to make a homestead. nea his money is gone, 
ae must work out ; and, for this reason, is 
better off in the settlements. In Illinois, or in 
many parte of Iowa, the man of small means caa 
do better at renting or buying a few acres than 
to z6 on a homestead, as can obtain better 
prices for bis crops. Im many cases, the rail- 
road-lands offer good advantages, as they are 
sold Cheap aod on a long time, and lecations 
near the stations are often desirabie,

There is the Shenandoah Valley, in Virginia, 100 
miles long -and 20 to 930 wide, running from 
Harper's Ferry to Stanton, that to-day presents 
one of the richest fields for the emigrant; sod 
then West Virginia has many rich places along 
the line of the Chesa e & Obio Railroad. 
[he Valley of Virginia, for é fruits, 
and for grazing, is unexcelled in richness, with 
cheap lands and s near market. It is s matcer 
of surprise to me why it bas been g0 long neg- 
lected. The climate is delightful; it abounds m 
streams and springs, andis sheltered by moun- 
tain-ranges. If we gointo Texas, we find the 
black saady soils easily worked, and good crops 
of cotton, sweet potatoes, corn, and wheat. 
There is troubie in regard to most of the land- 
titles, which is a serious drawback,—most of them 
being based on Spanish The Indiao 
country is very invitiog, as the country is roll- 
ing; there is a fair show of timber, and a most 
deliglitful climate. Along the Arkansas & Santa 
Fe the stock-raiser will find a good leca- 
tion, with ebeap lands and a ready market. 

Colorado and Wyoming offer many choice }o- 
cations for the stock-man with sa fair show of 
means, but few of them offer inducements to 
the poor man. 

The time is coming when the farmer of small 
means will be content with 10, 20, or 40 acres of 
land im THliaois, or other thickly-settled State, 
and on which he will be able to support a family, 
and to educate them. There is no one place 
that possesses ali the advantages; | 

NO PLACE THAT WE MAY CALL BEST;. 
but there are thousands of good places all 
through the country. to suit the variety of 


of the emigrant,—hill land and ; broad 
river-bottom and wide rolling prairies beantifel 
oak-opeuings, like the parks of ancient Druids, 
and sloping lawns that reach down to the shores 
of silver lakes. With ail this variety of land, of 
wood, of water, and of climate, the inteiligent 
farmer ought to be able to find him a home, 
even if that home is restricted to # few acres. 
As a general rule, the farmers near & good mar- 
ket make the most money and live the most com- 
fortable, even on land worth $100 or $200 an 
acre. The size of the farm has little to do with 
the profits of farming, as s farm of 50 acres is 
often a better-paving farm than one beside it of 
a section,—the difference being in the manage- 
ment.

STOLEN TREASURE IN & WELL, 


A Search for the Hidden MNloneye 
Special Dispatch to The Chteago Tritu ne, 

Barthes Creex, Mich, Sept. 11.—Our city and 
tho neighboring country are greatly excited over 
a ecarch for buried treasure now being carried on 
in the Lownship of Emmett, about 5 miles 
southeast of thisplace. it sppears that, 4 quar- 
ter of a centuty ago, or thereabouts, John Mo- 
Ardill, a well-to-do farmer of Emmett Town- 
ship, was robbed of $4,000 or $5,000 worth of 
gold and silver coin, watches and jowelry, and 
he could gain no clue to the robbers, Im fact, 
being at the time somewhat involved, and fesr- 
ful that the great loss, if known, would impair 
his credit, he kept the secret to himself, and car- 
ried it in_ his bosom until the pres- 
ent time, He was formerly from London, 
Careda, and had followed the avocation of a 
jewelry-peddler, which accounted for the fact of 
the possession of the watches aad jewelry. Af- 
terwarda ho purchased a lot of land, and hired a 
number of Canadians.and. other foreigners to 
assist in clearing up his farm ; and doubtiess it 
was some of these Wao Red relieved him of lis 


wealth. 

Time passed on, and McArdill had simost far- 
gotten his great loss, or reeellected it only as al- 
utost a dreany when, about three weeks ago, he 
was greatly surprised to receive an anouymous 
letter, postmarked a day or two previously, ata 
small town in Branch County, in this State, 


; 


which informed him where he could find his = 
iy 


treasure. The-letter was dated Sept. 12, 187; 

and the writer, who was evidently an ‘unedn- 
cated foreigner, stated that the letter would not 
be sent until after his death. He weut on to 
state thas he could nob die until he had 
informed McArdill where his property was to be 
found. At the time of the robbery be was em- 
ployed by him, aud; becoming aware of the large 
amonot of money and yaluables that he oe 
about him,,bad laid a plot with a fellow-work- 
man to rob him. After having sneceeded in 
their designs, they carried the property 
over the Kalamazoo River and setreted it; 
but, becoming alarmed, and impressed with 
the idea that they were watched, they finally de- 
posited the whole treasure in a dry well which 
they had discovered in a piece of woods some 
distance from any dwelling. Then they pro- 
ceeded to fill up the well, throwing in, among 
other things, a number of oak-stumps which 
were near ot band. After accomplishing the se- 
cretion of the property, they separated and 
hired put to peighboring farmers; im or- 
der to bo near their buried treasure. In 
a short time thereafier his accomplice 
died; bunt, whether avy foul means were 
off, the writer does not 
state. As time passed:on, be left the locality, 
not daring to exhume the valuables, and had 
never returned. He then proceeded to givé mi- 
pute directions in regard to finding the well, 


and shot | stating that it was nearly half a mile north of a 


grave-yard in the Newbre neighborhood, aud 
eighty-three paces from the north and south 
road, 

After the receipt of this strange letter, Mo- 
Ardill was at a loss bow to proceed., The writer 
had narrated circumstances which were known, 
as he thougttt, only to himself, and consequent- 
ly there must be some truth apout his story. 
Fivally, after consultation with friends, he de- 
termiued to proceed and examine the weil. In- 
quiry among t,he oldest inhabitants elicited the 
fact tlt thefe was such a well aw deseribed, but 
it had been flied up over twenty years, It was 
found that Mr. N.A. Burton owned the land 
upon which it was situated, and, 
after some negotiation, he allowed the well tobe 
opened, and the invesugation is now in pro- 
gress. Up to Wednesday night a depth of 30 
! everything found so 
far has corroborated the evidence of the letter 
as to the distance from the road and graveyard, 
andthe oak-stumps which were placed in tie 
well, 

Later.—Operations at the well are being 
prosecuted by a large force. ._The excitement in
